In implying to the request the president

"The payment of money provided for 


by ihe agreement will be- made from the 
rev«-iuies of the Philippine Inlands unles-. 
congress shall otherwise direct. 
Such 


payments are not for specific services, 
luit are a part of the consideration accru- 
ing to th«? Sulu tribe or nation under the 
agreement, and they have been stipu- 
lated for, subject to the action of eou- 
sress, in conformity with the practice of 
tlii-; government from the earliest times 
in it^ agreements with the various Indian 
nations occupying and governing portions 
of territory subject to the sovereignty of 
the United States." 


Among the papers sent in is a letter of 


tran^mittal from General Otis dated 
Aug. 27, in which he says: 


"The attitude of these people has been 


the subject of apprehension for several 
months, arid by this agreement I believe 
that the apprehended pending difficulties 
are happily adjusted.*' 


There is also a reply from Secretary 


Hoot dated Oct. 27, iu which he tells 
General Otis that the agreement is eon- 
firmed and approved by the president 
Mibjoct to the action of congress and 
i\St^ the understanding and reservation, 
which should be distinctly communicated 
to tlie sultan of Sulu, that thN agreement 
is not to be deemed in any way to 'au- 
thorize or give the consent of the United 
States to the existence of slavery jn the 
Snlu archipelago, which, is made impossi- 
ble by the thirteenth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States. At 
Ihe same time when you communicate to 
the f,ultan the above mentioned under- 
standing the. president desires that you 
should make inquiry as to the number of 
persons held iu slavery in the archipelago 
and -what arrangement it may be practi- 
cable to make foi- their emancipation." 


In his instructions to General Bates 


under this direction Geneva! Otis -ays: 
'It is believed that the market price of 


slaves in the archipelago is insignificant, 
vanciuR from $80 to ^90 Mexican and 
that in some instances owners will be 
pleased to grant freedom to- their slaves 
if they can escape the burden of support- 
ing them."
